General Merritt will come on board 
her. 

The natives are a pretty ugly set 
bat look like they are capable of 
vast improvements under the in¬ 
fluence of civilization, and no 
doubt they Hre. It is funny to 
throw nickles over in the muddy 
wafer aud see the kids dive after 
after them. They always get the 
nickel aud slap it into tbeir mouth 

Most of the people of the city 
are Amerioans and all give ns a 
most hearty welcome. They give 
all of the men a fine dinner, and 
that is no small matter to feed four 
or five thousand men and repeat it 
every week or two, 'v. 

• We shall probobly stay here a 
day or two yet. I send some little 
souvenirs,—some Hawaiun stamps 
and a badge.
